From our legislative report it would ap- 
pear that the Assambly have got fairly to 
VjL.. work at raising the Ways and Means. Any 

• ■ inquiry into our financial condition before 
' levying taxes appears to be a foregone con- 
' elusion. Whether an investigation is re- 
served for the future is rn"tter on which we 
ciinnot veiiiuro a ptedimion. liiit wliatever 
may or may not occur to throw light on that 
vexed question, one thing 's certain, every- 
body may just as well make up their minds 
now to be ready for the ta.^coUeotor as vrhen 
he appears virith his roll at the door; for 

• ,„ taxes will be levied, whether the tax-payers 
" areswilling or not. Prom this conclusion, 

the chief questions lorcon»iJeralion are : To 
have the tax levied at as low a rate as pos- 
sible ; as equally aa possible on property; 
and in such a manner as will reach all 
classes, so that the few may not be pam- 
pered nt the e.\penfe of the many. The 
rate fixed upon in the bill is one per cent, on 
real estate, which we cannot say is a very 
high tax; and were lliat ll'e only source of 
revenue, the entire lax would prove but a 
light burden for a year's protection. But the 
real estate tax is only °fiB out of a number of 
sources of revenue. The burden, therefore, 
will only be felt when the sums paid for li- 
censes, customs' fees, coUft fees, etc., are 
summed up, and the rate sppottioned to each 
inhabitant. Should tlie whole ptove too 
heavy a burden, there will be no relief 
but to "grin and bear it;" and if dissatis- 
fied,' ■ to ' return members more capable 
of suiting'publie burdens to the public back. 

It will be observed that an attempt was 
made to exempt coal mines from being t.ix- 
ed , but very properly it was overruled. For 
we know no one better able to afford it than 
the Nanaimo Coal Company. We fail, 
nevertheless, to see any good reason why 
farm-houses, fences, and irnplementsof hus- 
bandry, should be generally exempted. 
There is certainly as much good sense in 
taxing them in old districts, as in taxing the 
Nanaimo Coal Company's works. In very 
new districts, like Ciiemani* 'Md Salt Spring 
Island, where settlements are being formed 
under serious difficulties, both land and im- 
provements might be exempted with advan- 
tage to the public; bat io old Bettled districts 
we fail to recognize statesfDonlilte reasons 
for merejy taxing the^Iand and not the im- 
provemeiBts.' Injustics is evidently pro- 
posed to bo done to Victoria, by compelling 
owners of property within Us limits to pay 
taxes on both buildings and land. No one 
has attempted to explain this matter satis- 
factorily. A trial has been very properly 
made by a country member to place laxalion 
in towns on the same basisus in the country, 
but without success. 13ut th« strange jjurl of 
this proceeding is, that both tlie town mom- 
bera have exlendeil ihair support lo the gov- 
ernment project, contrary to 'be inleresis of 
their oonstitufnts Taxation, t" be jn.st, must 
fall equally on all, is an oM doclriiie ; and 
whilst tlio " One Per Cent. Bill" is in an 
imperfect state, we would remind our repre- 
sentatives ot the neccMityof amending it 80 
as to carry out this doctrine, and thus avoid 
taxing the town more than the country. 

Assessors are usually arbitrary enough 
when elected by the people, but it appears 
that ample opportunity' will be allowed to 
become alill more so should they all be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, ns it is said will 
• be the case. We would prefer to see tlie 
electors of each district elect tbiJir assessors 
and tax collRotors. It is but naUiral to sup- 
pose that the people would bo "ion! willing 
to pay tliDse whom Ihry placi) in (illii'e i and 
it is far morn likely lln'l an ;is>,|..s.Hor ren- 
ding in llie ilislrict for wliii-'li in: was 
elected, wnuM \n- b.-ltcr iicqniiiiileil willi 
ihu uwiiurti of priipiMiy Hiaii "n abB.ml.v, 
Hssesrtor howi'viT well known. Thus two 
„bj.M:tn would bi- gaiiii-il. But for so pio- 
(^nissivo a piim-ipl'i u in iHi.'.umad We will 
have lo wait till the inauguration of a more 
liberal administration. 

Among other ouriou* »id« I" assessment 
DtRobinery, il it •old that every property 
owner will be required to submit to ihu as- 
sessor a statement of the aciusil value of 
his property. Wo "au mi'd only in micIi u 
course an uielos* impositii'n ou thi! public 
—a waste of tima without a coriesponding 
Bood. Let the nneMor >»'uo the propotly ; 
Hhd if itfoh il liiKle hi! doty the gteoter 



the probability that a man of experience 
will be appcinted to the ofiice. If valued too 
high, or too low let there be a Board 
of Kqualisation having power to lower or 
raise the tax. Thus an aggrieved parly 
may have an appeal, and be relieved from 
the erroneous judgment of the assessor. If 
on the contrary a taxpayer does not appeal, 
it may sately be taken as presumptive evi- 
dence that his property hao not been asses- 
sed too high. Were there to be a collector 
in each district where a staloment could be 
submitted, it would be hardship enough. 
But if the assessment roll is to be entirely 
in tne hands of the Sheriff like the regis- 
tered list of voters then distant districts 
will very probably have greater cause for 
complaint. 

At best, our assessment machinery is 
likely to be very imperfect. But if all no- 
tices are to be published in the Government 
Gazette— li thing that nobody sees, except a 
few officials— i miiorable opportunity will 
be aflorded ihe public to learn "the times 
aird seasons" of the tax collector. All no 
tices should appear in the newspaper hav- 
ing the largest circulation. Then there 
would he a sliglit opportunity to obey the 
provisions of the "one per cent, lax bill" 
before the sheriff could seize and sell the 
property after giving two hours' notice. It 
is high time lo explode the antiquated no- 
tion of a Government Gazette; and thus 
give the public something for their money, 
instead of spending it uselessly. And no 
more important occasion ,l'''«'y to occur 
80011 for thesuperahnuationof 8 Government 
Gazette, than the neoessiijr that 'will exist 
to publish as widely as possible the notices 
and assessment roll of »he Court of Equi- 
lization and the assessor. 

We have before alluded lo iho limited 
time allowed for colleting taxes ; and we 
again recur to it. For whatever may be the 
necessities of the goTerninent for funds ; 
and whatever storm may be likely to arise 
in collecting direct taxes, Turkish haste 
will not relieve the one, whilst il is very 
certain to hasten the other. We therefore 
hope that ample time will be given, and 
an opportunity for redemption afforded. 
The reaction resulting from ill-digested and 
improperly levied taxes in the sister colony, 
deserve more than a passing consideration 
when taxes are to be imposed, for the first 
time in Vancouver Island. 

Arrival of the Hunt— $28,000 la DuBfc

TBIAL OF 0£ORQE SNELI.INO. 

George Snelling was arraigned at the bar 
on the charge of I having, on thp 21st day of 
July, stabbed to death one James McCabe, 
cjti the Saanich Road. The prisoner looked 
pale and ciire-worn, and seemed to feel 
keenly his awful situation. He pleaded 
"not guilty." 

The following persons were impanelled ns 
jurors to try the case: J. S. Drummond, 
Arthur I'eatt, George Richardson, William 
WesHvood, Tho.i. Cameron, David Green, 
Albert Hicks, Wm. Leigh, Geo. Mason, Wm. 
MillinKton, VVni. nothwell, Thos. Williams. 
Mr. Leigh was eleoleil foreman. 

D. B. Ring and J. E. Demies, Esqra., ap- 
peared forthedelenee, and Attornoy-Geiieral 
Carey and H. 1'. Pellew Crease, Esq., tor the 
proseculiun. 

Mr Crease opened the case for the prose- 
cution :— The prisoner has been nrraigned 
for taking tlie life of a fellow being. On 
Saturday, the 2l8t day of July, the prisoner 
is seen in oorapany with Jaraos. McCabe, 
the deceased man. What previous ac- 
quaintance existed between the two is not 
cleat; but np to the time cf the fatal oc- 
currence, the chain of evidence, I grieve to 
say is most clear and distinct. The 
deceased, it will be shown to you, was in a 
state ot intoxication which should have in- 
sured himi'.protflotion. A blow was first 
struck with a slick which stunned deceased. 
That no malice for the blow thus struck re- 
mained in the mind of deceased will be 
clearlj shown from the fact that a reconoi- 
liatioti takesplace between thorn immedi- 
ately after. Tho'deoeased was intoxicated ; 
the prisoner was mounted; he could have 
left if ha had wished. -to do (ao. A little 
further on another altercation takes place 
between the two; they struggle and the 
deceased falls to the ground. The deceased 
pleads for mercy. The plea, alas I seems 
to have acted mere as a provocation, and 
the ready hand took the too ready life. 1 
trust, gendeitien, that you will weigh the 
evidence brought before yon carefully, and 
return a verdict in accordance with the 

facti. t ,1 I 

The following witnesses were then called 

on the part ot the prosecution : 

Andrew McLean, sworn for the prosecu- 
tion— Saw the prisoner on the Saanich road 
the evening of the murder; saw deceased 
also ; they were not far apart ; deceased was 
stao-gering about; prisoner was on horse- 
back going out to the country ; deceased 
was iollowing pri.sotier; deceased said "1 
am an Iri.^hman ;" he was very drunk; 1 
was comin'r to town; looked back after 
coin" a few rods; when I looked brck, pris- 
oner"had got off his horse and gave it to a 
colored man to hold; I saw prisoner pick 
a stick up out of the road and strike de- 
ceased over the head;- deceased did not re- 
sist; the prisoner said ho would " treat do- 
ceaaed, 'like, a gentleman;" the last time I 
saw' tliem, prisoner and deceased were 
wnlkin" towards towa; the stick with which 
pri'ioner struck deceased was about the..si7.e 
of my wrist : saw no su.spicious characters 
on the road. , r 

Cross-e\-amined by the counsel for the 
defence— There might have been suspici- 
ous characters about: there was a rise in 
the road behind the two ; they might have 
been behind il: the .stick used in striking 
deceased was a rotten one; it was one 
which had lain in the road for some time ; 
thought deceased was about to retaliate lor 
the blow he had received ; but he did not- 
only reached his hands out; there were 
nine other persona on the road ; it was be- 
tween (j and 7 o'clock in the evening. 

Godfrey Backer— Was coming from Mr. 
T.jlrnie's tarm the evening of '.he murder; 
about 200 yards from Mr Tolmie's red gate 
met the deceased ami the prisoner. Ilu! 
latter was on horseback ; dec ayed was cal- 
ling after the prisoner, telling him ho should 

' ..o no further, he hail something to settle 
with him; deceased said he was an Irish- 
man ; he was growling ; he was very drunk ; 
he could not have stopped prisoner; llie 
latter could have gone oil easy; piisoner 
was ahead of deceased; saw pri.soner get 
off his horse, give il in charge to a coloreil 
man mil advance towards deceased ; do- 
cease,! .ilso ailvaiiced towards prisoner with 
both hands out; prisoner stooped down and 
picked up a stick, anil struck il.'feaMud with 
If the blow did not seem to hurt him ; al- 
ter that prisoner gave deceased a drink out 
of a bottle; did not see deceased strike 

"prisoner; he might have done so; when 
prisoner gave his horse in charge ol the 
colored man, ho was Ul or |.') yards alie^d 
of deceased ; saw the prisoner had a knilo 
and belt on. Knifo produced, but witness 
could not identify it. 

Cioss-c.vnniiu.Ml for defence— When the 
prisoner piu.iicd up a sUek,' thought lie was 
afraid of being hurl bv deceased ; iho stick 
lirokn when deceased was struck witn a ; 
did not think prisoner's horse was baulky. 

llunry Melviu, iicnliiiei ii, sworn— Saw 
the deceased anil prisnii,-i the road on the 
evening in tiuostioii ; heard deceased say lo 

prisoner, "you are ad d |iar ; deceased 

was very drunk ; pnsoiier said to me • houi 
my horse, and I'll pay you" J look a rake 
and scythe which ware in his hand, arid 
aniiiher colored man held his horse; ha 
picked up a slick and struck deceased ; I'e- 
fore ho struck deceased, he said, if ho isu t 

satisfied, I'll d d soon satisfy hini— hold 

on a bit"; after he struck him, prisoner sai. I, 
" now come up anil I'll ireat": prisoner then 
mivi) deceased a hollli) lo diink out of ; de- 
ceused was so drunk lie spilled the liiiuor ; 
the prisoner was in a good ijuarroling iriiii 
■I ttiat time ; he was a little tight ; prisoner 
could have got away from doooasod with 

'"^CrosH-nxainined ford«ronce— Left the men 
iiuaireling; did not think it my duty to iiilor- 
i„, o, because I was nfrald of gelling my 
head broke; thought prlioner's horae was 

^'rlfa Juror— Deoeaied, when 8truok,itag. 
gored a little ; saw no' blood J there was 



to return a verdict of wilful murder. 

D. B. Ring, Esq., addressed the jury for 
the defence in a most able manner. Ho 
warned the jury against public opinion, 
which often times tries a prisoner before he 



governor. 

Aaron f.owis Newby. (colored), sworn — 
Prisoner asked me to hold his horse : he then 
picked upastick and struck deceased square 
on the forehead with it ; deceased looked 
very wild ; saw the body of deceased ; it 
was that of the man I saw struck ; after pri- 
sonerstruok deceased, hesaidtohim, "Mac, 
what the devil nils you? I've always been 
like a brother to you"; [The witness here 
corroborated the testimony of the previous 
witnesses.] I went on, and a short time 
after prisoner passed me ^ori horseback, whip- 
ping his horse, and-Hliing furiously towards 
town. t a-f.f'/i'''.'. 

John C. Van Alman,.iBworii— Saw some 
men standing at the forks of the road ; was 
not at all alarmed, although the people were 
strangers to mo; deceased called to me to 
stop;' saw a man named Atkinson there. 
[The remainder of the evidence was cor- 
robnrative of previous witnesses.] 

Cross-examined for defence— Deceased, 
when 1 slopped, told mo prisoner was a 
scoundrel and would steal anything he 
could lay his hands on ;" the prisoner might 
have heard the remark; he.' was ,,20 yards 
ahead at the time. , . - 

Wm. Robinson, (colored) sworn— [Knifo 
shown 10 witness]— Think I have seen this 
before ; saw the prisoner talking lo deceased 
on the road 300 yards beyond Mr. Porter's 
brick yard; they were then coming towards 
town; they.were both afoot; deceased was 
very drunk and prisoner seemed a little 
drunk, too; couldn't understand what they 
said; they went on until they came on the 
rise just before coming to the bridge; just 
as they came to the bridge, prisoner jumped 
oil" from deceased and said, "fight! fight! 
then !" they then came together and grap- 
pled : the deceased: fell under J the horse 
look fright, and I tried to catch it; when I 
looked towards the two men 1 saw prisoner, 
as I thoimht, strike him with his fist, but he 
raised his hand and 1 saw a knife in it; 
about''4 inches of it was bloody; before 
the deceased was thrown down, he said 
" I give it up ! 1 give it up !" after he lay 
on '^ihe ground he still said, " I give 
il up, I give it up !" prisoner, when he threw 
deceased, said, " You giva it up, eh ; damn 
you, you are a thief and a robber — you tried 
to rob me:" prisoner then stuck deceased ; 
deceased lay still on his back ; he did not 
seem to have hold of prisoner when he was 
stuck ; after he had stabbed deceased, he 
jumped off him and came towards me; he 
said, " You saw it all ; I am going lo town 
to give myself up; there's three or four 
more behind ; 1 want you for a witness ;" 1 
led the horse for a short distancej prisoner 
hitting him behind; but after a while he got 
on his back and rode off towards town ; when 
prisoner threw deceased, he did it without 
ditficulty. 

Cross-examined for defence— DeceaseU 
might have had a knife for all I saw; the 
piisoner wanted me to come to town and 
state what 1 saw of the affair. 

To a juror— After 1 saw the bloou on the 
knife, I did not go and look at deceased. 

(ieo. Hardiin;, sworn— Am reporter for the 
ric(i)//a Gazelle; saw prisoner about half- 
past 7 o'clock on the evening of tlie murder; 
he .'■•aid he had been attacked by three men 
on the road, and he came to give himself 
lip ; he gave ine the knife, and tollowed me 
lo the police station ; he was very excited. 

James Trimble, M. D., sworn — Examined 
deceased; he had a wound in his neck; he 
died from hemorrhaue; the septavinin vein 
was severed ; the knife passed under the 
co lar vein and into the cavily of the chest. 

The Court here took a recess until two 

o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon the re-assamhling of Ihe Court, the 
following evidence was adduced : 

.'Sergeant Taylor nf tho Police, sworn- 
Saw deceased on the road before he was 
dead; ho had a bell and sheath on [sheath 
ahown witness]. , I found this sheath in a 
crack in Snelling'a cell the, day after the 
murder. ■ 

The defence Stated they had no witnesses 

to call. , , 

The Attorney General arose to address 

the jury. 

Mr. Ring— You have no right to aUdre.'s 
the jury °Mr. Crease opened the case for 
the nroseeiition, and I object to this course. 

Tlie AlloriiBv General said bis Worship 
had alreaily given the privilege tO him 10 
address tho jury in this case. _ 

Mr. Crease said Iho prosecution was al- 
lowed to sum up in British Columbia. 

.Mr. Ring— Very well, then, they are 
irrei^iilar. , . , ,u 

Ills Honor referred to law books on tho 
subject. , 

Thompson, sworn— Saw dereased 

throw his hat down and ask the prisoner to 
,.„v..r it; prisoner WBf going away at the 
lime; prisoner was on horseback at that 

time. ... I , 

His Honor gave his decision in regard to 
iliH prosBcutiou summing up, and said it was 
desirable that Ihe practice of bolh the courts, 
civil and criminal, should bo the same, and 
as the proseeiitor in civil cases had the priv- 
ileLM^oi rtuniiniug up, he should also have 
it ill criminal cases. 

The Atlornny General then proceeded n 
sum up the case for tho prosecution. He 
ieview,!d the oviileniie taken, and tho man- 
ner of killing. Tho slatomenl of tho pris- 
oner, that ho had been altaoked by three 
men, and that he had killed One of Ihem, 
was easily disposed ol. Whell We And that 
ll,e .-leeiised called upon one person to ho d 
Ins h,ii.,e, and upon anolliitr ptimoii lo hold 
[lis iigneiiliural iinplemeiils ; when wn find 
lliiil ileeeased, in the words of one of the 
witnesses, was so drunk ho was scarcely 
;ihh' lo " navit-'iile," the deleneo ol the roh- 
hory IuIIh lo the ground. 'I'uke tho uvidoiico 
of Robinson ; the doceasod is thrown to tho 
„r„nnil— his murderer is asltido of him— iho 
vietiiii nilers a cry for inoruy ; the murderer 
ropeats tho oty for moroy, and then drives 
the knife into his violim. 1 he learned gon- 
lernnn oonoludeU by oalilng upon the fury, 



is arraigned at a bar of justice. He asked 
Ihe jury not to place any faith in rumor- 
rumor was always a liar. You are to try the 
prisoner by the evidence before you. The 
whole of the fatal affray arose from drink. 
The law holds a man responsible for acts ha 
may perform under the influence of drink. 
But one of Iho ablest English jurists has 
said that the jury have a right to examine 
into the motives of a man who commits 
a crime while drunk. 

[The depositions of G. J. Ford and Robt. 
Davy, carpenters of H. M. S. Satellite and 
Ganges, taken before the coroner's jury, 
were read. The deponents state that they 
saw two men going into the bushes ; saw 
prisoner and deceased ; prisoner wanted to 
go away, but dsceased would not let him.] 
" Mr. Ring continued his argument: The 
witness Backers shows that the prisoner 
struck with! the fltiok in self-defence, whori 
the deoensed called out for him to stop, and 
seeing other persons near, he must have 
thought he was about lo be robbed. Tho 
evidence of Robinson shows that the 
prisoner and tho deceased were corning 
along the road apparently on good lerrns, 
when they suddenly commenced quarreling 
and clinched; the deceased had a knife; 
it may be that the prisoner saw his hand 
upon the knife and being apprehensive of 
bodily harm, used his weapon to protect 
himself. Look at the insulting remarks 
which were used towards him— he was call- 
ed a thief— a liar— a scoundrel. Is it to bo 
wondered at that he dismounted, believing 
from their remarks that ho was about to be 
assaulted. Look at his conduct after the 
fatal deed. Was not the wilderness before 
him"? Might he not have fled) No: he 
makes haste to town and delivers himself 
up. The learned counsel asked for; a ver- 
dict of homicide— for horhioide the ollence 
was and nothing more. 

His Honor, in summing up, stated that no 
man had a right to avenge his wrongs with 
his own hand. He had the law to appeal to. 
As lo the malice, the jury were to inquire. 
Thev would have to ascertain if the prisoner 
had 'been exasperated to such an extent as 
to justify him in taking the life of deceased. 
If you (ind the pri.'Joner was actuated by 
mahce, you must find a verdict of wilful 
murder. Tho evidence of Robinson must 
be weighed carefully. If you think that the 
prisoner received a second provocation, and 
that he used the knife while in a slate of 
exasperation, you must find hi m guilty of 
manslaughter. , . 

After Ihe above brief charge, the jury 
retired to deliberate. 

KVENING SESSION. 
At six o'clock Ihe Court was adjourned 
until eight o'clock, at which hour the jury 
came into court and stated thai they had not 
agreed upon a verdict, thero being two or 
three points upon which .some of the jury 
were not altogether satisfied. 

His Honor charged ihe jury that it wan 
the intention of tho prisoner at Ihe lime ol 
the killing that musi be taken into consider- 
aiinn. His Honor also quoted a case where 
two men met to li^ht, and one killed tho 
other in the heat of passion— lhat was man- 
slaughter ; if there had intervened between 
the fight and the killing a sutiicient time lor 
the parties to cool, it would have been mur- 
der. , L , 

The jury then retired again to their room, 
and in aliout ten minutes returned with a 
verdict of "Not geilty of murder— but 
guilty of manslaughter." 

His Honor e-ipressed his aouw approba- 
tion in the verdict, and dischat:;ed tiie jiir>. 

The Court ttien adjourned until to-inoriow 
(Thursday) mumiiig, at lo o'clock.
